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Every February and 
March the comic 
publishers are re- 
quired to print circulation 
figures in order to fulfill 
federal periodical mailing 
requirements. 

Every February and 
March, for as long as I can 
remember, these numbers 
gel worse. Sales go down. 
Print orders are slashed. 
Excuses from the comic- 
book publishers get less and 
less plausible as their read- 
ership gets smaller and 
smaller. 

This year is no excep- 
tion—unless you consider 
the fact that circulation in 
1977 was worse than any- 
one dared expect as an ex- 
ception. 

While I'm still missing 
most of (he Marvel data, 1 
do have comparisons of 
sales for 1974, 1976 and 
1977 for a baker's dozen of 
Ihe tX: books. The num- 
bers are start lingly poor 
(see chart a( bottom of 
page). 

There are several dozen 
ways to read those num- 
bers. All ways of interpret- 
ing them illuminate just 
how badly the comic indus- 
try in general— and DC in 
particular — is doing. You 
can compare the 1974 sales 
to the 1977 sales and see 
that 12 of the 13 books 



reported 3 -year sales de- 
clines of at least 13 per 

cent, half of those lost 
more than a fifth of their 
1974 readership by 1977. 
And these are not the dregs 
of the DC line, to be sure. 
These books are among the 
better sellers DC has, in- 
cluding four of its titles 
continuously published 
since the early 1940s or late 
1930s. 

But let's lay aside the 
long- term readership 
decline for a moment 
because, if you project back 
to the early 1960s. 1977's 
figures would show an ap- 
proximate SO per cent de- 
Let's concentrate instead 
on the incredible one- year 
sales declines experienced 
by the magazines, the huge 
losses in circulation suf- 
fered by DC comics in just 
12 months. 

With the exception of 
Wonder Woman, which 
showed only a marginal in- 
crease, all the books had a 
large one- year sales de- 
cline. Superman, Superman 
Family and Superboy de- 
creased 13.9, 40.4 and 15.5 
percent, respectively. Jus- 
tice League of America was 
down 21.2 percent. Detec- 
tive down 14.8 percent, Ac- 
tion down 13.4 percent and 
Batman doviTi 10.6 percent. 



Some of the declines 



could be chalked up to for- 
mal changes and price rises, 
but some can not. Certainly 
no magHjne selling in the 
low hundttds of thousands 
can affordao percent losses 
in sales no nalter what the 
reason. 

Upon closer examina- 
tion, even Wonder Wo- 
man's 1,? percent one-year 
increase paltf. The book 
has been oa the verge of 
cancellation lor years, al- 
ways saved from tie ax at 
the last minute by ffae licen- 
sing and merctiandising 
people who wanted the 
comic around to buoy their 
efforts. Last year's 2,0(H>, 
copy rise came only a/nr 
the book has had the addi- 
tional exposure of a prime- 
time network television 

A1 these numbers are 
even more depressing 
when you consider the 
fact that 1977 was DC pub- 
lisher Jenetie Kahn's first 
full year at the helm. After 
taking over in 1976 and 
then blaming everything on 
former head honcho Car- 
mine Infantino. she virtual- 
ly guaranteed comic obser- 
vers—and DC's parent 
company. Warner Com- 
munications—that she 
could turn the books 
around. 

DC was assuring every- 
one early last year that 
1977 was going to be a bo- 
nanza. "We are enthusias- 



tic about the future— there 
are strong trends here," DC 
flak Mike Gold wrote to me 
last February in a letter ex- 
plaining away 1976's 
discouraging reports. 

It's obvious now that 
1977 was a bust, that 
shrinking of the comic au- 
dience was accelerated in 
1977 rather than slowed 
down or reversed. As prices 
continue to spiral and read- 
ership declines. DC contin- 
ues 10 force higher priced 
geods on a smaller and 
jBaller audience. The point 
of diminishing returns has 
alMady been reached— and 
palled — and it is clear 
JenKie Kahn has hurt more 
thaa:}ielped.
